Doth  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  in  one  house,  and  both  were 
removed  to  Hospital. 

One  of  the  Diphtheria  cases  was  removed  to  Hospital. 

One  of  the  cases  notified  was  found  to  be  a Diphtheria  carrier  and 
was  not  suffering  from  the  acute  disease. 

No  case  terminated  fatally. 

From  January  23rd,  1923,  to  November  10th,  1923,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Chicken  Pox,  there  was  no  Infectious  Disease  notified. 

During  the  month  of  October  to  November  there  was  a fair  amount 
of  Chicken  Pox  among  very  young  children.  It  threatened  at  ane 
time  to  spread  among  the  school  children,  but  fortunately  did  not 
assume  the  proportions  expected. 
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Difficulty  was  again  experienced  in  obtaining  admission  to  Hospital 
for  the  case  of  Diphtheria. 

The  Halifax  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  was  very  full  with  Scarlet 
cases  and  had  no  Diphtheria  Ward  at  that  time.  The  case  was  re- 
moved to  the  Bughouse  Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  where  there  was 
not  at  that  time  any  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  Hospital. 

We  have  still  no  definite  arrangement  as  to  the  disposal  of  our  In- 
fectious Diseases. 

As  this  is  the  first  year  Chicken  Pox  has  been  made  notifiable  in  the 
district  we  have  no  comparison  with  the  previous  years. 

There  was  a certain  amount  of  Measles  prevalent  during  May  and 
-1  line. 

Vs  far  as  the  Infectious  Disease  returns  are  available,  the  year  has 
i>een  Hie  best  since  1918. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Seven  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  tin' 
year,  and  three  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  other  parts  of  the  body. 

Three  of  the  cases  were  amongst  school  children. 

Of  the  children  one  with  positive  Sputum  was  removed  to  Sana- 
torium, the  other  2 are  under  the  care  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  at  Sowerby  Bridge. 

Of  the  Adults  2 were  old  standing  cases  found  not  to  have  been 
notified. 

One  of  the  fresh  cases  notified,  died  during  the  vear. 

One  with  positive  Sputum  was  removed  to  Sanatorium. 

Of  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  other  parts,  one  died,  one  has 
recovered. 

Nearly  all  cases  attend  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  and  Dis- 
infection at  the  houses  is  carried  out  whenever  possible  on 
removal  to  Sanatorium,  or  death. 

The  services  of  the  County  Laboratory  are  fieely  used  in  the 
examination  of  Sputa,  ete. 

SMALL  POX. 

No  eases  have  been  notified. 

Kfhrient  accommodation  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Sanitary  Autho- 
rities if  required. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  suupiv  has  been  of  the  usual  good  quality,  and  has. 
not  had  to  he  curtailed. 

[t  is  derived  from  the  supply  to  the  Halifax  Borough.  The 
wafer  supplied  by  the  well  to  the  four  houses  at  Coppy  Nook, 
(xieetlaud,  was  found  to  contain  an  excess  of  lead.  The  supply 
was  ordered  to  he  discontinued  pending  alteiations. 
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housing. 

There  is  no  further  progress  to  report  concerning  the  Housing 
conditions. 

The  Housing  Scheme  for  the  erection  of  14  Dwelling  Houses  at 
Haughcroft  Head  is  at  present  awaiting  the  sanction  of  the 
Ministry. 

No  houses  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  habitation,  and  no  cases 
of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with  owing  to  the  difficulties  of  the 
situation. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  are  satisfactory  and  efficient.  It  will 
he  seen  from  the  Inspector’s  report  that  478  visits  of  inspection 
were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

42  Tub  Closets  were  converted  to  the  Water  carriage  system. 

Good  progress  is  being  made  in  substituting  Ash  Bins  for  Mid- 
dens, 18  being  so  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

FOOD. 

No  case  of  illness  of  a serious  nature  through  food  has  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities  during  the 
year. 

All  places  where  food  is  exposed  for  sale  appear  to  be  kept  clean 
and  in  good  order. 

There  is  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  small  retailers  of 
sweets,  etc.  The  practice  of  exposing  for  sale  various  condi- 
ments in  a small  room,  often  partially  used  as  a living  room, 
cannot  he  looked  upon  as  ideal.  It  would  seem,  however,  to  be 
a growth  of  recent  bad  trade,  and  no  illness  lias  been  traced  to  it. 
Milk  supply  is  obtained  from  the  surrounding  farms,  and  is,  on 
the  whole,  of  good  quality. 

There  are  18  Cowsheds  in  the  Greetland  area,  and  most  of  them 
are  up  to  the  average.  In  nearly  all  cases  a good  effort  is  made 
to  keep  the  sheds  clean  and  tidy.  In  all  cases  the  milk  cans  and 
utensils  are  very  effectively  cleaned. 

More  improvement  could  be  made  on  more  modern  lines  of  wash- 
ing provision  for  the  attendants  and  washing  of  the  udders, 
etc.,  before  milking. 

Very  little  of  the  milk  is  sent  away,  most  is  consumed  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

FISH  FRYING  INDUSTRY. 

During  (he  year  an  inspection  of  the  places  where  the  fish  frying 
industry  was  carried  on  was  made. 

There  are  five  places  where  the  industry  is  in  progress.  In  all 
cases  modern  ranges  and  methods  were  employed,  and  due  regard 
was  paid  to  cleanliness  and  the  disposal  of  refuse.  Beyond  a. 
few  minor  sanitary  matters,  no  fault  was  found  with  the  con- 
ditions. 
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A report  on  the  conditions  was  presented  to  the  Council,  and  there 
was  not  considered  sufficient  evidence  to  make  this  an  offensive 
trade. 

MEAT. 

There  is  the  addition  of  one  Slaughterhouse  to  he  noted,  making 
four  in  the  area.  All  are  visited  periodically  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  are  found  to  he  in  good  order. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  remains  satisfactory.  There  was 
no  serious  disease  among  school  children.  The  schools  were 
closed  two  days  before  1 lie  Whitsuntide  holidays,  as  owing  to  the 
very  severe  cold  and  wet  weather,  and  the  prevalence  of  colds 
amongst  the  children  as  shown  by  the  decreased  attendance,  it 
was  thought  that  more  serious  illness  might  be  stayed. 

In  conjunction  with  the  County  Authority  Health  Week  was 
observed  by  a lecture  to  the  children  at  the  West  Vale  School. 

THE  DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION. 

During  the  year  the  District  Nurse  paid  4,850  visits  and  attended 
30  Midwifery  cases. 

The  Association  continues  to  grow  in  popularity. 

There  are  no  other  Certified  Midwives  employed  by  any  other 
Public  Authority. 

There  is  very  little  Venereal  Disease  in  the  District. 

Surgical  cases,  accidents,  etc.,  are  mostly  treated  at  the  Halifax 
Infirmary,  where  there  is  also  a Venereal  Clinic. 

GENERAL. 

The  year  ending  has  been  exceedingly  wet.  Summer  was  con- 
spicuous by  its  absence,  and  yet  looking  over  the  statistics  for 
the  year  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  bad  weather  has  produced  an 
unhealthy  year.  As  far  as  Infectious  diseases  are  concerned  the 
year  has  been  exceptionally  free.  The  acquisition  of  the  Clave 
House  Estate  by  the  Council  will  provide  a long  felt  want  by 
placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  Public  generally  a large  recreation 
area.  It  has  for  some  time  been  pointed  out  that  there  was  no- 
where for  children  and  elderly  people  to  sit  or  walk  with  safety.

A Stone  Outhouse  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  been 
transformed  into  a Mortuary  during  the  past  year.  A concrete  slab 
is  installed  and  Town’s  water  and  gas  laid  on,  making  it  a very 
satisfactory  building  for  the  purpose. 


General. 

The  sanitary  surroundings  in  the  district  are  fairly  good. 
Sewerage  and  drainage  gives  little  cause  for  complaint,  and  the 
Council’s  staff  carry  out  the  whole  of  the  Scavenging  work  in  a highly 
satisfactory  manner.
